Daylilies in the past 
were predominantly yellow. Now in addition to the many shades of 
yellow, they come in dainty pinks and coral, in many shades of rose, 
red and purple, as well as two-toned, bi-colored and with various 
rings, blotches and other contrasting markings. Daylily culture has 
become a fascinating hobby to many people who collect and grow and 
in some instances hybridize, there being some 5,000 named varieties 
at the present time with thousands of un-named seedlings in the trial 
stage. No matter how few or how many you decide to plant you will 
not be disappointed. They are the most dependable of flowering plants 
and always make a satisfactory showing.
